F o n n er Secretary o f tile Treasury Joseph 
\Y. Ban* thinks ti at there is a chance of a tax- 
players’ revolt in th e United States unless there 
is a refon n of our tax system . He tells about it 
in the current edition o f the Saturday Review, 
which is devoted to taxes.

LANSING <AP' — M ichigan! 
school districts are boing indi­ 
vidually notified by General Mo­ 
tors if they have buses with pos­ 
sibly defective brakes. 
Harold Wagner, supervisor of 
transportation for the State Ed­ 
ucation Department in Lansing,: 
said he queries GM officials 
Wednesday after the automotive 
giant announced it was recalling 
some 1.1 million cars, buses 
and trucks for brake defects. 
“They advised me they found 
something which would repre­ 
sent some risk over a period of 
years,” Wagner said, “but no 
immediate danger appears to 
exist. 
“They advised that no action 
need to be taken by this office 
or local school districts until 
they 
are 
individually notified 
that vehicles need alterations.” 
Wagner said the notifications 
are being made by telephone. 
Wagner said, meanwhile, that 
there were “many cases” of 
brake failures. 
Lots Of Record* 
He could not recall that any 
resulted in serious accidents. 
“ We don’t keep records, but 
we know there were a lot of 
them ,” Wagner said. “Similar 
failures occurred in buses sup­ 
plied by other manufacturers. 
“ In some cases,” he added, 
‘•brake failures in some of the 
older buses were due to poor 
maintenance." 
Wagner 
and 
State 
Police, 
meanwhile, expect a State P o 
lice safety check of all public 
school buses will help cut the 
accident rate. 
The complete check was re­ 
instated by State Police last 
year after being dropped for 
seven years because of lack of 
funds. This year’s annual check 
of all public school buses start­ 
ed in January and is nearly 
completed. 
Completed C heck 
Parochial and private schools 
also 
are 
being 
checked 
for 
school bus defects, when they 
make the request. 
Lt. Matt Hrebec, commanding 
officer of the State Police Selec­ 
tive Enforcement Division, said 
the checks have been complet­ 
ed in all but the Flint area and 
some sections in the western 
pert of the state. 
“ We found quite a few bad 
brakes, although the brakes are 
just one of the some 60 items 
we check." he said. “In some 
ca.^cs, it was a m atter of ne­ 
glect." 
“This Is the best thing that’s 
come along for a long tim e." 
said Sgt. Donald Kalcatera of 
the State 
Police Safety 
and 
Traffic Division. 
“On some buses we found that 
lf you hit the emergency brake 
—it was dead." 
Use Computers 
Kalcatera 
said 
there 
were 
nine school bus fatalities and 
552 injuries in 1967. 
Figures for 1968 are not yet 
complete because of later re­ 
turns from some counties. Kal­ 
catera said he hoped the first 
year of complete bus checks 
would show lowering 
in 
the 
accident and death rate. 


“We’ll have to wait until we 
feed it all into the computer.” 
he said. “ But so far we know 
of only seven school bus deaths 
last year.”

EA ST LA N SIN G (A P) — Be­ 
ware of the alfalfa weevil, a 
Michigan State University en­ 
tomologist warned Wednesday. 


W eevil numbers have virtual­ 
ly “ exploded” during the past 
few years Dr. Robert F. Rap­ 
pel told a Farm ers Week audi­ 
ence on the M SU campus. 


One specimen was found in 
the state in 1966. he said. About 
IOO specimens 
were found in 
1967. and then over 6.000 acres 
of alfalfa had to be sprayed to 
protect against the pest in 1968. 


Figuring only IO weevils per 
•quare foot 
in these fields—a 
modest, 
count—-this 
represents 
an increase from nearly zero in 
1966 to 2.6 billion in 1968. Rap­ 
pel said. 
“ There’s no reason to doubt 
that the alfalfa weevil w ill be­ 
come an important factor in al­ 
falfa 
production 
throughout

Soil scientist John GhickSuiva, 
meanwhile, cautioned farmers 
that fertilized plants are more 
efficient, but indiscreet applica­ 
tion of fertilizer is neither good 
economics nor godd soil manage­ 
ment. 
“ Haphazard selection and ap­ 
plication of fertilizer may lead 
to unbalanced fertility conditions 
that promote toe uptake of ex­ 
cessive amounts of some ele­ 
ments,” he said, “ and too little 
of others equally important for 
plant growth.”

Tell Young 
About Drugs, 
Doctor Advises 


Parents should begin to tell 
their pre-teenage children about 
drugs and narcotics, Dr. Jam es 
!j. Lightbody, Detroit, president 
of the M ichigan S tate Mc*dical 
Society, advocates. 
"C hildren in the fifth and 
sixth grades are not too young 
to learn about the dangerous 
effects of drugs” says Dr. lig h t­ 
body. He Indicates th at junior 
high students should ha speci­ 
fically w arned, and “as they 
grow older the em phasis on 
caution should be increased.” 
, “I feel th a t too m any parents 
put off drug education tex) long, 
and too m any depend upon the 
school to do the entire job.” 
D r. Lightbody believes that 
m any parents and tea chem do 
not know how w idely harm ful 
m arijuana sm oking has spread 
— nor how fast it spreads. 
“Young people m ust be told 
early and often th a t LSD (ly­ 
sergic acid diethylam ide) and 
m arijuana, like alcohol, have 
I no m edicinal value, but can be 
very harm ful and habit form ­ 
ing. These drugs 
are 
called 
‘hallusinogens* because they do 
produce hallucination* and dis­ 
tort p ercep tio n ” 
Physicians and 
teachers 
in 
talking w ith junior high and 
senior high students are asking 
“Why 
take 
a 
chance 
w ith 
drugs?” Physicians, 
say* 
Dr. 
Lightbody, are trying to con­ 
vince children and young peo­ 
ple that marijuana sm okers m ay 
move on to other harm ful drugs 
and that any fleeting pleasures 
are not worth the risk of per­ 
m anent physical and m ental d e­ 
terioration including the possi­ 
bility of crim inal activity. 
Most states have set a m ini­ 
mum sentence of tw o years in 
prison ior conviction for use cr 
possession of m arijuana.

he’s too old to go to war- again. 
He’s made one trip to Vietnam 
on his own. but he said the rn 1- 
itary wouldn't even 'let him up 
to the front as a war correspon­ 
dent. 
The one-time Marine private 
first class says he’s even think­ 
ing about suing the Navy 
De­ 
partment to get back into the 
Marines. 
Tate wants to take the place 
in Vietnam of his son. 
Lance 
Cpl. Robert Gerard Tate, killed 
Sept. 19. 1968, bv a Viet Cong 
bullet while on patrol in Quang 
Tri Province. But the Navy says 
he's too old at 42: that 32 is the 
age limit for those with 
prior 
service and 27 otherwise. 
Others Over 42 
To which the Detroit News 
pressman, 
replies: 
‘‘Nuts. 
They’ve got a lot of guys in the 
Corps over 42-—why keep ‘em, if 
they can’t take ‘em. I don’t un­

Reportedly refused transpor­ 
tation in military planes or ve­

It was there he says he be­ 
came angry at the U.S. govern­ 
ment in general 
because:

think my kid was murderee! by 
the Communists,* with the indi­ 
rect aid cf the American gov­ 
ernment.”
